Interpretations of School Law 


Attorney General’s Opinions 


. DISTRICT 

Elections. 

The term ‘‘heads of families’’ as used in School Code section 2.850 
ineludes the following: 

1. Married men regardless of whether they have children. 

2. Widows who have children. 

3. Bachelors who by reason of family obligations are providing for 
the support, education and upbringing of children who constitute a 
part of their homes. (A. G. O. 7145, June 6, 1930.) 


Location of Schoolhouses. 

The location of public school buildings within a municipality is sub- 
ject to the zoning ordinances of such municipality. (A. G. O. 7149, 
June 9, 1930.) 

Voting Privilege. 

Qualified electors residing in territory which is part of a city high 
school district governed by a board of education are entitled to vote 
at elections held for the purpose of electing members of the said board 
of education. (A. G. O. 7170, July 2, 1930.) 


Appellate Court Decisions 


DISTRICT 


Salaries. 
Teachers’ salaries are to be paid at monthly intervals and the pay- 


ments must be consecutive under the plan of payment contemplated by 
Political Code section 1609, second. (School Code sections 5.740-5.749.) 

A governing board can not pay a salary directly to a teacher in 12 
equal payments. The board must pay the teacher at the end of each 
month of the school term his salary for that month plus an amount 
equal to the quotient resulting from the division of the amount with- 
held from the teacher prior to the opening of school by the number 
of months in the school term. 


This construction is the result of the application of the proviso 
that ‘‘a person in a position requiring certification qualifications who 


serves less than a full school year is entitled to receive as salary only an 
amount that bears the same ratio to the established annual salary for 
such position as the time he serves bears to the annual school term.” 
(School Code section 5.744.)

It is believed that this change in the admission requirement will affect 
very few schools inasmuch as the majority of them have for some time 
been requiring such educational preparation of young women entering 
schools of nursing.

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HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATION REQUIREMENTS 
The following should be substituted for section XIII C of the rules 
and regulations of the State Board of Education as it appears on page 
403 of the Scuoot Cope of California, 1929: 


Requirements for Graduation. 
TOTAL CREDITS 

C. The total number of eredits which shall be required of all students 
for graduation from high school shall be not less than 170, including 
ten credits for health and physical education; provided, that for stu- 
dents completing the ninth grade in a junior high school the total 
requirement for graduation shall be a total of not less than 120 credits 
completed in grades 10, 11, and 12 of a senior high school or a four-year 
high school; and provided, that for students completing the tenth grade 
in a Junior high school the total requirement for graduation shall be a 
total of not less than 80 credits completed in grades 11 and 12 of a 
senior high school or a four-year high school.

Placement of New Teachers in 
California, 1929-30 


California’s public school system required the services of 2806 new 
elementary and secondary schoo] teachers during the year 1929-30, 
Of the total number of new teachers, 1722 or 61.4 per cent were placed 
in elementary schools. Secondary schools, including junior and senior 
high schools as well as district junior colleges, placed 1084 or 38.6 per 
cent of the new teachers. 

A study of the placement of these teachers in grades and fields of 
instruction as well as by types of schools is presented in the seven tables 
which follow. It supplements the data presented in ‘‘The Supply and 
Demand of Teachers in California, 1928—-30,’’ which appeared in the 
June issue of CALIFORNIA SCHOOLS. 

The basic data of the study were taken from the official records on 
file in the Division of Teacher Training and Certification of the State 
Department of Education. City and county school directories were 
consulted for information relative to the number of grades taught and 
the number of fields of instruction in which new teachers were placed. 

The study deals exclusively with teachers who have had no previous 
teaching experience and out-of-state teachers who were serving their 
first year of employment in California during 1929-30. The first group 
comprises 2,156 or 76.8 per cent, while the latter group consists of 650 
or 23.2 per cent of the total number of new teachers. 

These data should be of interest and possibly of real value to school 
administrators faced with the problem of teacher-assignment. Director 
of teacher training institutions should likewise find them helpful in 
planning curricula for student-teachers.
